Washington, August 8. — President 
Wilson plans after his return from his 
wife's funeral, to plunge into work and 
continue active direction of the plans 
of assisting American abroad and re- 
lieving the financial situation in the 
United States. 
Next Thursday he expects to receive 
the federal reserve to discuss plans 
for reorganizing the banking system 
and further 
meeting 
the situation 
growing out of the war in Europe. He 
will also do everything possible to as- 
sist the cotton growers of the south ol 
solving the problem of getting their 
product to the. mills and to the for- 
eign markets. 
The president will then devote his 
energy toward developing shipping un- 
der- the American flag, to move the 
crops and supply food and clothing to 
the waring nations of Europe. 


HOSPITAL SERVICE 


ARRANGED IN PARIS 


American Ambulance Corps Prepare 


to Accommodate Those Wounded 


on Battlefield.

Paris. ,v August 8.—The American 
ambulance corps of Paris has taken

The twelve doctors in- 
cluding Dr. Joseph A. Blak« of New 
York, and twenty-four nurses nave 
volunteered for service. The women's 
auxiliary of the American ambulance 
corps is rapidly growing in number. 
The organizers of the French red 
cross have received offers of hundreds 
of private houses to be used as 
hospitals, and the committee of the 
Cocedie Francalse has applied to the 
minister of 
public' Instruction for 
permission to use the theatre as a 
hospital as in 1870.

SUPREMACY ON SEAS 


TO DECIDE CONFLICT 


ADMIRAL A. T. MAHAN. RETIRED, 


GIVES EXPERT'S OPINION OF 


EUROPEAN WAR. 


SMALL GUNS EFFECTIVE 


All Big Gun Ship* May Not Inflict the 


Damage That I* Generally Sup- 


po**d, He Declare*. 


[8FSCIAL TO THE GAZBTTE.] 


Quogue, L. I., Aug. 8.—"The most 
decisive strokes in the general Euro- 
pean warfare will be delivered, in my 
belief, upon the sea, rather than up- 
on the land," declared Rear Admiral 
Alfred T. Mahan, retired, in an inter- 
view here. "I look for an all-around 
naval conflict which should teach 
many things about sea-fighting craft, 
about guns and about armament." 
"What will happen," the grizzled 
veteran of forty years of service in 
the American navy waa asked, "when 
dreadnought meets dreadnought, when 
the tremendously powerful, 
modern 
superbattleships, with their fourteen- 
inch guns and their thousand or more 
men to the ship, get together? 
Will 
the problem of their worth, their ef- 
fectiveness, be settled?" 
"The problem of the A. B. G. (or 
'all big gun) ship is a highly interest- 
ing one," Admiral Mahan replied, 
"and we may learn through this war 
of its worth. But the lesson will not 
be shown In any shlp-for-ship fight. 
Dreadnought against dreadnought will 
be no different than; one old frigate 
against another old frigate In the days 
gone by. " 
"The really interesting and instruc- 
tive combat would be between, say, a 
dozen dreadnoughts and a dozen and 
a half smaller vessels, for instance, of 
ordinary battleship size. We might 
then see whether or not the twelve 
and fourteen-inch gun is of so great 
importance as has lately been 
as- 
sumed." 
The admiral Intimated that from 
what data he had been able to obtain 
it was likely that the very big gun 
might prove to be a much over-rated 
weapon. 
"In the Russo-Japanese war, 1 oe- 
lieve—and many other naval officers 
agree with me—the bulk of the dam- 
age was done .by. the eight and ten- 
inch guns," he said. 
"In that con- 
flict I think it waa shown that the 
volume of fire, the number of hits, 
was much more important than the 
single shots from great guns, and I 
believe this war will prove the same 
thing. 
"For example, imagine a single shot 
from a 14-inch gun hitting an enemy's 
ship. It 
does., tremendous damage, 
certainly. But, one might almost say, 
it does too much damage; that is, if 
experts more power than is necessary 
to cripple-the adversary. Two shots 
from eight-inch guns would be much 
more effective in battle than one four- 
teen-inch shot. - 
• 
. 
' "I cannot say that J agree with the 
idea1 of the A. B. G.-ships. England, 
of "course, originated the dreadnought, 
and 'cackled like a. chicken that had 
Hid" a5refg**tfiff .got "every one "else 
building A. B. Gs. But I think all the 
navies are coming around to what we 
call the 'mixed-battery' ship, and that 
is as it should be. 
"The original dreadnought idea was 
a ship with all big guns of twelve or 
fourteeu-inch 
caliber 
and a few 
smaller guns, say three or four-inch 
caliber, for use against torpedo-boats. 
But the size of the lesser battery has 
been creeping up year by year, until 
our newest ships have six-inch guns 
with the fourteens, and I understand 
some vessels • have eight-inch guns, 
which are pretty sizeable weapons for 
any use. 
"I believe this war will show that 
a well distributed fire by the medium- 
sized stuns will do much more damage 
than the slower single shots of the big 
fellows." 


"May 
this possibly mean a return 
to the use of smaller-caliber guns?' 
Admiral Mahan was asked. 
"The results of the naval battles 
will tell; that cannot be said now,' 
he replied. 
The admiral declined to comment 
upon the comparative fighting ability 
or gunnery of the nations involved or 
to be involved. 
Nor would he ad- 
vance any theories as to the damage 
likely to be inflicted upon the ex- 
tremely large fighting craft by sub- 
marines or by air craft.

OHIO IN THE MIDST 


OF GREAT CAMPAIGN 


State Wide Primaries for Starter- 


Suffrage and Prohibition Ques- 


tion—Other Issue*. 


[SPECIAL TO THE OAZBTTB.] 


Columbus, Ohio, August 7.—Ohio is 
in the midst of the greatest political 
campaign 
In its 
history. 
The first 
state-wide primaries to be held August 
11 furnish a starter. 
Then woman 
suffrage, anti-saloon and llquor> forces 
will file three separate petitions to 
place constitutional senatorial amend- 
ments before the voters at the: Novem- 
ber elections. The regular state, sen- 
atorial .and' congressional, campaign* 
will come as a matter of course. 
Woman suffrage workers', defeated 
two years ago when voters refused to 
write a "votes for women" clause In 
the state constitution, are back this 
year with an 
initiative petition to 
place a constitutional amendment pro- 
viding equal suffrage on the ballot In 
November. This state will be one of 
the seven to vote on woman suffrage 
this fall. 
The national organizatiou 
is concentrating its strength here be- 
cause Ohio is the largest state and is 
the most eastern. Suffragists believe 
if Ohio adopts 
equal suffrage, New 
York, 
Massachusetts, 
Pennsylvania 
and New Jersey will follow its lead 
when they vote on the question next 
year. Anti-saloon forces planned to 
place a constitutional amendment pro- 
viding state-wide 
prohibition 
before 
the voters next year. 
Their plans 
were changed when liberal forces in- 
itiated an amendment which would re- 
peal the present county option law 
and prevent a vote being taken on 
state-wide prohibition. The "drys" im- 
mediately circulated petitions to place 
& state-wide prohibition amendment 
before the voters at the same time— 
at the November election. Attorney 
Gieneral Hogan has ruled that In case 
both 
amendments should carry, the 
one receiving the largest number of 
affirmative votes would be written in 
to the constitution. 
The primaries have attracted the 
attention of politicians throughout the 
country because of the entrance of 
former TJnlted States Senator Joseph 
B. Foraker, of Cincinnati into the re- 
publican senatorial race. He seeks to 
"come back" and is making his fight 
as a "stand patter." 
Showing much 
of his old time vlsnr that won for 
him the name of "Fire Alarm Joe", 
Foraker is campaigning the state giv- 
ing his explanation of the now famous 
"Standard Oil Letters." 
His opponents are Warren G. Hard 
ing of Marion, former lieutenant gov- 
ernor and former Congressman Ralph 
D.- Cole, of FIndlay. Harding always 
has been known as a staunch support- 
er and friend of Foraker. He jumped 
Into the fight after a conference with 
the former senator. 
What was dis- 
cussed at that- meeting has not been 
told. Cole is making his campaign as 
a protectionist. In the Democratic 
senatorial race, Attorney General Tim- 
othy S. HoKan. is opnosed to'former 
Congressman John J. Lentz, of Colum- 
bus, 
who Is advocating government 
ownership 
of' telegraph lines: and 
John L. Zimmerman, of Springfield 
who la maltins: a quiet campaign. A 
L. Gnrforfl, Elyria manufacturer. 'Is 
the Progressive randldate. 
He has 
no opposition at the primaries.

ITALY WILL REFUSE 


TO ASSIST GERMANY 


IS REPORT AT ROME 


King Victor In Outburst Said to Have 


Declared "Ho Would Not Sell HI*

tributed to King Victor Emanuel in 
reply to the Insistence of the repre-

the c l a s s i e s t 
horses that ever 
lined up on the 
Janesville track 
will contend for 
honors next week 
at the big Janes- 
viUe fair. 


There has been 
a 
question 
In 
the minds of the 
members of the 
Park Association 
•whether t h e r e 
".trek Hunter. 
-would be 
stalls 
enough 
for 
all 
the horses' that 
would be here, and there 
is still 
some doubt on the matter. 
People 
of Janesville and surrounding towns 
will wait a long time before they will 
be able to see such high class horses 
entered in the same meet.' 
The following review of the entries 
in the various events will be of Inter- 
est to track fans just at this time. 
In the 2:18 pace there are thirty- 
seven entries, which is a greater num- 
bers of horses than at any meeting 
in this country, not barring the Grand 
Circuit, for it seems that all the 
horsemen in the country have ship- 
ped here for a little 
easy 
money. 
When they get through it will be just 
like getting money from home, and 
you know how hard that its. This is 
characteristic of the trotting horse 
game, however, for every time a 
horseman makes aa entry at a meet- 
ing, 
no matter how small the meet- 
ing may be, he expects to have an 
easy time getting the money. That 
Is what always makes the game good. 
In the 2:16 trot we will have at least 
ten starters, and among the entries 
will be Alice McGregor, Fred Hard- 
ing and Red Band. These horses are 
home products owned 
in the state 
and near by Janesville and these three 
horses should give plenty of excite- 
ment, but you can never tell until 
after the last heat, as there is a 
strong probability that there might 
be one other in this race that "will 
upset all calculations. 
In the 2:30 trot with an entry of 
thirty-f curses horses, there 
will be 
another battle royal, and some of the 
drivers in this race will -wish they 
had gone to Germany to fight instead 
of being here in this sort of a skirm- 
ish.In the free-for-all pace there will be 
as classy a lot of pacers aa ever faced 
a starter, and you will have to pay 
J100 to see the same bunch of horses 
start In the grand circuit. George 
Gano, 2:02, from 
the 
International 


1:55 
farm, Don 
Densmore 
2:02'/i, 
Ella M., 2:04%, and Rob Hoy, 2.05%. 
George Gano, Don Densmore and Hob 
Roy have been racing 
up 
through 
North Dakota for. the past 
three 
weeks and as Don Densmore and Rob 
Roy have both defeated George Gano 
in their previous races it looks now 
like the Gano Horse would'be about 
ready to tak« the measure of these 
two rivals, although Al Russell, the 
driver of Don Densmore, has all the 
confidence in the world in his horse 
at the present time and seems to 
think he will be able to go a mile in 
2:06 
or better next Wednesday. Of 
course Ella M. and 
Rob 
Roy wul 
have to be considered in this 
race 
for this pair has always been very 
consistent in the racing game and 
there must not be any mistakes made 
with the others, for you will always 
find this pair knocking at the secre- 
tary's office door. 


Several of the local 
horses 
will 
start during the week. Among them 
will be J. C. N. in the 2:18 pace. 
While this horse will be handicap- 
ped a trifle on account of his record, 
as last year he was 
compelled- to 
take a mark of 2:22 which just lets 
him out of the slow class here. 
At 
any rate the manner he 
has been 
working ot. late this horse should 
show up well in the class in which 
he is entered. In the 2:30 trot Angus 
Axworthy will be given a chance to 
show what he can do. Angus 
has 
been taking very kindly to his -work 
of late and has been going very steady 
at the trot. 
In the three-year-old trot there are 
two entries from 
Janesville, 
John 
Huginin's John Burr, and John Soul- 
man's 
Toddy Coehato. 
The 
two 
Johns will have quite a large follow- 
ing in this particular rave as there 
have already been some speculations 
made. Electric Patch 
that 
took a 
time record a few weeks ago of 2:12, 
will be a starter also, and Fabrlne, 
who took a breeder's record in his 
two-year-old form of 2:29% will be 
another starter that will have 
our 
home-trained colts shaded a trifle for 
speed. But with this

salphpr have been belched forth, 


and fierce rains of ashes have burled 
the snowy peaks beneath their murky 
blanket. Neighbor-in* creek* have been 
so filled with ashes from the yawning 
crater that thalr waters have become 
unfit for use, and all around the vol- 
cano, for miles and miles, the country 
Is burled under ashes and huge bould- 
ers poured forth by the mountain In 
It* agony. And it !s the opinion of 
geologists and scientific Investigators 
that Mount Lassen has only started a 
period of Intense activity. 


Signs Of Activity. 


For .weeks" preceding 'the outburst 


numerous geyser* and boiling mud 
springs at the base of the mountain 
developed unusual activity. At Bum- 
pass' Hell, a weird caldron-like de- 
pression near the southern base of the 
great peak, huge mud springs started 
to cast forth vast quantities of boil- 
ing earth and water. And then came 
the first eruption. Intense excitement 
naturally followed the spectacle, and 
when the eruptions grew fiercer and 
more frequent hundreds of people sped 


by automobile* to the base of the 
peak. 
The forest rangers speedily 


warned all of the danger attending 
ascent of the rumbling mountain, but 
scores Insisted on climbing to the 
summit. 
Numerou* narrow escapes 


were reported, one party being lost for 
two days in the cloud of blacknee* 
that overspread the peak when ashes 
and smoke belched In vast volley* 
from the crater. 
Jama* Graham, a 


lumberman and member of thl* party, 
wa* seriously Injured by a huge bould- 
er uniting him In the darkness, and 
the others saved their live* by luckily 
finding shelter under ledge* of rock*. 
Mount Lessen is a snow-capped 
peak and towers over a great volcanic 
ridge fifty mile* long and IB miles 
wide, formed of a great mas* of vol- 
canic cone*. Evidences of compara- 
tively recent volcanic activity are 
abundant, and geologists estimate that 
200 years ago Cinder Cone, a moun- 
tain ten mile* northeast of Laesen, 
poured a flood of lava over the sur- 
rounding area. The ridge has been

'Mount Laamn no longer gleams

Many 
of these rocks have been hurled 100 
to 400 yard* from the crater, and the 
various eruptions have been so sud- 
den that great danger naturally at- 
tend* the MC*nt of the peak. 
The 
great crater is constantly growing 
larger and la ntaring the rim of the 
old crater, which formerly poured It* 
lava down the mountain. 
Late In 
June this new crater was about COO 
feet long and 80 feet wide, and esti- 
mated to be from 100 to 100 feet in 
depth. 
The eraptlons are generally preced- 


ed by a rush of steam and then the 
smoke pours forth like a giant mush- 
room. At Its senlth the huge smoke- 
column seems like a titanic dynamite 
blast, only Immeasurably more ter- 
rible and awesome. 
At times the 
smoke pours forth in puffs, as though 
actuated by a rapid series of subter- 
ranean explosions of terrific intensity. 
But generally it ascends steadily, 


mounting higher and higher until the 
fierce winds that constantly scourg* 
the lofty peak scatter the murky pell 
far over the land. Practically all the 
eruptions have exceeded a mile In 
height. 
This distance has not been 


roughly estimated, but established au- 
thoritatively by means of scientific In- 
struments. The eruptions have been 
plainly visible at Chlco. Portola and 
other towns more than 150 mile* dis- 
tant, and showers of sulphur hue 
been carried to great distance* from 
the volcano. Slight earthquake* have 
been felt In districts tributary to the 
volcanic range, but whether theee die-' 
turbance* are due to the mouata** 
has not been conclusively established. 


Coaipared To Vesnvtne. 


Mount Laesen I* more than 
the height of Vesuvius, the 
Italian volcano rising 4,000 feet i 
the sea, compared with the 10,417 I 
of Lassen.

During the siege of Par!*, Dupuy de 


Lome, a marine engineer, built a dirigi- 
ble balloon for the French Govern- 
ment, but it, too, proved to-be of Ut- 
tla value. 
In 1882 the Tlssandier 


brothers constructed a spindle-*haped 
airship, which had a wooden stay 
through the centre of the envelope. 
This was supposed to render It more 
rigid in traveling through the air— 
one of the features of the Zeppelins 
of today. While this machine lifted 
well and flew it lacked In speed and 
was considered a failure. 
Next came the "La France," built 


by French army officer* in 1S84. They 
ascended in the machine and flew two 
and one-half mllee, returning to the 
point of starting—the first time snch 
a thing had been accomplished in 
aeronautics. The greatest -enthusiasm 
prevailed over this feat and France 
rested on her laurels for a time de- 
claring that they 'had succeeded In 
making the real dirigible. 
In the meantime, two Germans, 


Doctor Wplfert and Herr Bumgarten. 
built a cigar-shaped dirigible, which 
rose to the height of flve or six hun- 
dred fee't, but later It exploded from 
some unknown cause.

first built by a man named Bchwarts,

Then Santo* Dumont, a young

Beside* being 


endowed with determination, , pluck 
and common sense, Monsieur Santos- 
Dumonjt possessed ample means to 
carry on his work, and he finally suc- 
ceeded In surprising everybody by his 
control of aircraft.

Tower In Paris, and won a $20,000 
prize.

Monaco, and he Just escaped drown- 
ing.

Germany has made more progress 


in dirigible balloon* than any other 
country, due to the work of Count 
Zeppelin and Major Von Parseval, 
both of whom are retired army offi- 
cer* In the German army. 


Count Zeppellne"* Work. 


When the Bchwarta airship made 


it* attempted ascension In 1897 Count 
Zeppelin was an interested spectator. 
The Count had always been a believer 
in the 'rigid" type 'and the failure of 
the craft waa a great disappointment. 
Re, however, still believed this type 
of machine was the best, and after or- 
ganizing a company In which the King 
of Wurfemberg was a large stockhold- 
er, for the purpose of building air- 
ships, he decided to construct his flier 
in a large floating shed on.Lake Con-' 
stance,-thus enabling the trial flight* 
to be started and terminated in the 
water rather than to risk the ma- 
by a too. rapid descent oa land. 


In July, ItOO, the first accent ot the 
Zeppelin balloon wa* made over Lake 
Constance. It was an enormou* af- 
fair, four hundred and twenty feet 
long and thirty-eight feet In diameter. 
There Were several mishap* In the 
first trial and the airship waa not a 
real success. Five year*: later Count 
Zeppelin turned out another machine 
of a (lightly different type, but this, 
too, met; with a mishap by colliding 
with tree*. 
"Zeppelin 4" exploded 
and wa* totally destroyed after com- 
pleting a trip of three hundred and 
seventy-eight mllee In little more than 
thirty-one hours. By thl* time Ger- 
many, like France, had a case of 
balloon fever and the Zeppelin fund 
amounted to over a million and a half 
and new Zeppelin* were rapidly con- 
structed. 
All the machine* of this 
type have the rigid or non-eallapst- 
ble envelope, affording a perfectly 
rigid connection between Itself and the 
car, engine and propeller* which drive 
the entire vessel forward. 
Many 
scientists declare that the landtag of 
a Zeppltn machine la dangerous in 
anything but calm weather. • This 
may be true as evidenced r from the 
fact that the passengers will not be 
carried except In calm weather. It 1* 
the proud boast of the Zeppelin--Com- 
pany that although they ha/ve.carrted 
thousands of person* on air excur- 
sions they have never, killed a pas- 
senger. The me** who have gone to 
their death have been soldier* or offl- 


cials who were trying out new ex- 
periments. 


Zeppelin Accident*. 


Count Zeppelin'* machines have 


many times met with disaster, and 
some of them in a curious way. "Zep- 
pelin 2" struck a tree and was 
wrecked. 
The "Deutschland" was 


ruined in the Teuloburglan forest by 
landing on the tops of'the trees. Thir- 
ty-three passengers were on board and 
they all escaped unhurt by climbing 
down the trees. "Deutachland 2" was 
jammed against the walls of her 
hangar and wrecked. The "Schwaben" 
was blown to pieces at Dusseldorf in 
1*11 and thirty-four soldiers were in- 
jured. The Zeppelin marine airship 
"I* 1" wa* destroyed in the North 
Sea, causing the death of fifteen men. 
This was due to a hurricane encoun- 
tered at a height of flve thousand feet. 


On October seventeenth of last year 


the. Zeppelin "I* I" exploded in the 
air while on a trial trip. This acci- 
dent occurred at Johannlsthal, near 
Berlin, and cost the lives of several 
eminent officers of the German army 
and navy. Twenty-eight officers and 
men perished. 


The Faneval Balloons. 


The "Parseval" 1* of an entirely dif- 
ferent type, being non-rigid, yet it has 
been no more successful in flights and 
In avoiding accidents. Three distinct 
type* of this aircraft have made their 
appearance in Germany, but none "of 
them have been able to cope with the 
Zeppelin' In speed. „ J>«ecrlptlons of 
both of these arid "the Zeppelin* have 
been published so often that it seems 
unnecessary' to repeat them and bore 
the; reader with technicalities. One 
thing; however, IB carious In the 
make-up of the Parseval—the system 
of attachment between the ear and 
the envelope called the "loose" sus- 
pension. On each aide of the car. are 
trolley* running oh steel cables, and 
the car can run backward and for- 
ward on them thug changing its posi- 


tion with relation to the envelope an* 
tomatically according to the thrust of 
the motor and the degree of air re- 
sistance. 


Various accidents have happened to 


this type of flier—some of them rather 
curious. For Instance, in 190t one of 
them buckled in the .air, yet Major 
Von Parseval, who was flying the ma- 
chine at the time, was able to deeeeM 
in 'safety. At another time one ot tta 
machines struck a balloon *hed aed 
collapsed. 
The latest dlsaster-~the collision la 


midair of an aeroplane and dirigible 
near Vienna, is the most remarkable 
in the history of aviation. The bal- 
loon was of the Parseval type and bad 
made a number of flight*. 


England, Italy And Bwitaertaad. 
England has dabbled very little In 


dirigible balloons, preferring aero- 
planes. 
The "Baby" army dirigible 


and the "Null! Secondus," however, 
are well known fliers. Colonel Tama- 
ler, the superintendent of the Army 
Balloon Department at Alderehot, I* 
the Zeppelin of England, although 
very little has been heard of his work.
